In view of the plereins etdd and still 
pomcwliat slow track the time, 1:44> flat, made by 
the winner was <*onsidered very soo<i. riie opinion 
lirevailed tliat Berry Maid was not quite keyed up 
for a Kruellinjr contest at a mile, this Tieintr the lir.st 
time slie Inid ever lieeti asked to ko tliat far.

For this exhildtion of srlapiiiK ine<*mpetency. (Jrotii.

T. I>. Sullivan’s <*olors wer<‘ borne to the front 
on Saraoiuesca in the other mile race on the card. 
His success was due cliietly to Walter Miller’s al«*rt- 
iiess and vigorously voukIi riiliiiK. Tlie stewards de- 
liberated for .some time aft«‘r Stamlover’s jixkey had 
ImlReil a claim of foul atrainst him liefore they con- 
firmed their ori^^Uial placings. 

In two conspicuous iiis^tan<*es, the races won liy 
n^wasentha amt Hereafter, the results were decided 
at the start, both of these horses lielns virtually 
presented with their respective races l».v tlie starter. 
Native Son. the beaten odds-on favorite, forced to 
play second fiddle to Tawaseutlia. was claimeil by 
O. A. Bianchi for $1.22T». V. D. Weir was also a 
<‘laimant for the unlucky Stover jreldinff, but lost out 
in the toss-up. This was Native Son’s first appear- 
ance in a sellin?r race and his defeat by sucli an

The suit is tlie outcome of .Marrone be- 
ing ejected from tlie Beuiiiiig track aud the asser- 
tion of the stewards that his horse. St. Joseph, w’as

and for tliat reason he is entitled to his disidiarge. 
Corrigan was granted a h'ave of ahseiiee by Jmlge 
Baker to leavi* the state during the Christmas lioli 
days. He will go to .Magnolia Springs. .\la.. to 
siieml tin* liolidays with liis family. Until after the 
expiration of tlie ynletide season there will be no 
furtlier proi’oediiigs in tlie tight.
